day; pupils present for at least three- 
fourths of a day and more, but not for 
a whole day, shall be counted as pres­ 
ent for three-fourths of a day; and pu­ 
pils present for a whole day shall be 
so counted. 
“It would seem to De the intention 
of the legislature by inserting this 
provision in Che law at its last reg­ 
ular session, it not having existed be­ 
fore, to secure a reasonably strict ac 
counting of school attendance.’’
